S.O. 125(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central 
Government hereby determines the denomination, 
dimension, design and composition of the coin of Five 
Rupees, namely:— 

(a) the coin of Five Rupees denomination shall be 
coined at the Mint for issue under the authority 
of the Central Government to commemorate the 
occasion of “LAL BAHADUR SHASTRI BIRTH 
CENTENARY”; 

(b) the coin of the Five Rupees denomination shall 
also .conform to the following dimension, 
design and composition; as specified in the Table 
below namely:—•

(c) The coin of Five Rupees shall also conform to 
the following design, namely :—- 


(i) OBVERSE. —This face of the coin is divided 

into three portions with two horizontal lines. 
The center portion shall bear the “Lion Capitol” 
of Ashoka Pillar with the legend 1 * ' ’ 

inscribed below' and right center 
portion denominational value “5” in 
International Numerals. In the upper portion 
the word u *TKcf n in Hindi and “INDIA” in 
English and lower portion the word in 

Hindi and “RUPEES” in English. 

(ii) REVERSE. —This face of the coin shall bear 
the portrait of “ LAL BAHADUR SHASTRI” 
flanked on the left periphery with the words 

’ ’ In Hindi and on 
the top and right periphery “LAL BAHADUR 
SHASTRI BIRTH CENTENARY” in English. 
The figure 1904—2004 shall be shown below 
the portrait in International Numerals. 

(iii) SECURITY EDGE FORFIVE RUPEES.— The 
edge of the coin shall be security edged on 
periphery. At the center of the edge their shall 
be groove with a design inside the two section 
separated by blank spaces. This design shall 
consist of chain of beads in relief and each 
bead being followed by one inclined line in 
relief. Their shall be total 30 lines and 30 beads.
